Letters are often put in the 
mails without a stump nnd frequently 
without being addressed or sealed. A 
t.st look before dropping the letter will 
1 revent any of these omissions. 

The letter is colleeted by the carrier, 
turned in at the Post Office, where ,it 
is date-stamped nnd the stamp cancel- 
led, cased to the city or State to which 
it is addressed and is tied out with 
other letters on the first outgoing dis- 
patch. 

If a quantity of letters is mailed at 
rue time they should all bo faced one 
way and tied in a package or packages.

•is to face the letters all one way before 
they put them into the cancelling ma- 
i hine. Being faced one way and tied in 
packages ib a real help and time saver.

One hundred and nine- 
teen thousand three hundred and sixty 
kilowatts; if it took a million volts to 
overcome the resistance, the current 
would have a strength of 119 amperes. 
A blackberry bush four feet nway from 
the base of the tree »m withered, 
shriveled, dried up. 

Now this energy may have been ex- 
pended directly, by the ether waves, 
disturbed r.y what we know as elec- 
tricity. Water may have penetrated 
into cracks and crannies of the wood, 
and been instantaneously converted into 
steam by the heat of the passage of 
the current. Steam occupies at least 
750 times as much spare ns the water 
(hat makes it. 

The sudden change, therefore, from 
liquid to vapor, in such confined spaces 
as the cracks and crannies to which 
the water had penetrated, would cause 
n lOliimiotioi! equal to a boiler explo- 
sion. The energy of the lightning may 
have manifested itself in this manner, 
or again the water in the crannies may 
huve been instantaneously decomposed 
into its elements, hydrogen and oxygen, 
by the passage of the electric current 
through it. These gases would require 
even more space than the steam and 
would, if anything, have made an even 
more violent explosion. 

However the energy was expended, 
the result was that the tree was rent, 
and what is left of it is visible evi- 
dence that that cloud, as it traveled 
with the storm, bearing along its my- 
riads of ice-crystals, u Ud these crystals, 
by their 'friction with the air, uccu- 
. mulated a potential energy, of 4*400,000 
foot-pounds,' .capable of being expended 
itt the rate of 160,000 horsepower.
